Surgeons think 
of the Pasteur Lister Koch new 
dawn as an incalculable service 
to mankind through the new 
surgery, physicians as amidmost 
grater service through new 
principles learned about many 
diseases, their care and euro. 
But the greatest service of all 
was the increase in knowledge 
of disease prevention and cure 
that came to ordinary people, 
to mothers and teachers, house¬ 
wives and cit v councillors, 
butchers and bakers, and candle 
stick makers. A good housewife 
today, without special instruct¬ 
ion, but acting on what she 
know's and applies at home ev 
ery day, could-prepare a room 
for an operation better than 
the best of surgeons 0 r the best 
of nurses could have done it be¬ 
fore Lister. This wide spread 
intelligence about the ways of 
disease and health (and oi 
course it should be much wider) 
i s tihe best result of the new 
knowledge. 

The first infection-ridden 
half of life has been indeed 
transformed by the new know 
ledge, but the second half of 
life much less, except for the 
advantages of the new surgery. 
The average life span may 
reach new heights each decade 
Ixscause infants do not die of 
summer diarrhoea, or children 
of diphtheria, and yet the midd¬ 
le aged halve not gone on 
smoothly to Metusaleh ages, ev¬ 
en when the v ate what was put 
on their plate.

WEEKLY LETTER 


FEEDING THE 

MILKING HERD 

The dairyman, like other live 
stock producers is faced with 
the prospect of h.gh-pGccu feed 
this winter. Under these circum 
stances there is a tendency to 
attempt to cut down f< cd ex¬ 
penses by feeding lower grade 
feeds or b v feeding less. Altho 
it is realized that in too many 
instances dairymen will be fore 
etf to employ one or both of 
these measures to reduce their 
feed bills it should be stressed 
that in most herds there are 
better methods of economizing 
wich, if rigorously applied, may 
overcome the necessity of res¬ 
orting to the practice of lower 
ing the plane of nutrition for 
the whole held. It has been rep¬ 
eatedly demonstrated that by 
culling out the low-producing 
cow s or “boarders” in the herd 
and by feeding the remaining 
good cows moie nearly to the 
limit of their capacity to prod¬ 
uce, the dairyman can not only 
reduce his feed hills, but can, 
at the same time, maintain the 
total quantity of milk produced 
at or above th e former level for 


his herd. 

A dairy cow must, oiver any 
extended period, retain about 
half of the nutrients in a lib¬ 
eral ration to maintain her 
lx)dy- The difference between a 
good and a poor dairy cow is 
that the good cow returns pract 
ically all of the surplus in the 
form of milk, while the poor cow 
retur ns only a fraction in the 
form of milk and either wastes 
the rest or uses it simply to 
store up fat in her own lx>dy. 
When the ration of the good 
cow is cut down one quarter 
below a liberal feed, then she 
will lie able to use only one 
third of her total feed for milk 
production, so that her produc 
tion may fall to a level corres¬ 
ponding to that of the poorer 
cows in the herd. Thus, cutting 
the ration for the whole herd 
without regard to the inherited 
capacity for milk production ol 
th e individual cows is bound 
to penalize the high producing 
or efficient cows. 

There is another way in 
which many of our dairymen 
can reduce their feed bill. Mr. 
Dairyman think well before you 
raise any dairy steers. An 800 
pound dairy steer is hardly 
worth one ton of good hay to- 
day.

Famous officers of the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway and Sir John 
A. Macdonald, Prime Minister of 
Canada, arrived at Revelstoke re- 
cenUy and held a series of his¬ 
toric meetings. Among them 
were Donald A. Smith, George 
Stephen, James J. Hill, Van Hor¬ 
ne and Sliaughneesy, names asso¬ 
ciated for the past half century 
with the construction of Canada’s 
first transcontinental railway. 
The party actually comprised a 
group of film players portraying 
the historic characters in the 
tense board-room sequence of 
"The Great Barrier", Gaumont 
British picture depicting the 
strenuous railway construction 
days fifty years ago. 

Says Gene Sarazen, one time 
world’s champion golfer, writing 
of the Banff Springs Hotel course 
at the famous resort in the Roc¬ 
kies:—"That course of Banff is 
everything you said. Miss Helen 
Hicks and I played it against two 
guests at the hotel and we were 
beaten. With a huge gallery it 
may seem funny to hear wo sim¬ 
ply couldn’t keep our minds on 
the game—tho scenery was sim¬ 
ply too much." 

The first 1937 world cruise to 
set out from New York will be 
the Canadian Pacific liner Em¬ 
press of Britain which will sail 
January 9 for a voyage of 125 
days, covering 30,000 miles and 
visiting 29 ports in 22 different 
countries. Among these coun¬ 
tries are Palestine. Egypt, India, 
Ceylon, Malay Archipelago, the 
Philippines, China, Japan, Hawaii 
and back to New York via Cali¬ 
fornia, the Panama Canal and 
Havana.

In Montreal alone 
60,000 spectators went through It 
in the four days it was on inspec¬ 
tion at the Windsor station and 
the same interest was displayed 
everywhere else. These units 
will he in operaJion between. Tor¬ 
onto and Detroit, Montreal and 
Quebec, and Edmonton and Cal¬ 
gary. 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
and other delegates to the League 
of Nations Conference at Geneva 
sailed from Quebec in September 
in the Canadian Pacific flagship 
Empress of Britain. Accompany¬ 
ing the Premier was Hon. Raoul 
Dandurand, Government leader in 
the Senate and Hon. Norman Ho-, 
gers. Minister of Labor. 

Captain George Goold, new 
skipper of tlio Empress of Rur- 
sia, made his first trip as master 
of tho vessel early in September, 
It is Ills first command of a Paci¬ 
fic Empress, though he lias serv¬ 
ed the fleet in all official capa¬ 
cities from fourth officer to staff- 
captain during tho past 23 years, 

I^ist of three motor parlies 
visiting Canada this year.
